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Criminals apply 
for school Jobs 


VIOLENT thugs, class A 
drug users, flashers, cases 
of child neglect and a kerb 
crawler . . . just some of 
the people who applied to 
teach your children. 

Our sister paper, the Chronicle 
& Echo, obtained a long list of 
convictions held by people who 
applied to work with children in 
Northamptonshire’s schools over 
the past three years. 

The criminal offences were 
discovered when the past records 
of applicants were scrutinised 
by the Criminal Records Bureau 
(CRB). 

A Freedom of Information Act 
request found that 217 applica¬ 
tions made in the county in the 
last three years were flagged up 
by the checking process, which 
unearthed a total of 709 previous 
convictions. 

This included 70 incidents of 
drink-driving, 59 cases of shop¬ 
lifting, nine flashers and even 
people convicted of possessing 
cocaine and child neglect. 

The information accounted for 
people bidding for jobs in schools, 


including teachers, teaching as¬ 
sistants, caretakers and dinner 
ladies. 

However, the CRB was unable 
to confirm whether or not anyone 
with convictions was employed 
even after the information was re¬ 
leased as the recruitment process 
is carried out by each individual 
school. 

Gordon White, secretary of the 
Northamptonshire branch of the 
NUT, said: “If people with serious 
criminal convictions are applying 
for jobs in our schools they must 
be pretty daft because it’s obvious 
they will get flagged up. 

“Not all of these people will 
have been applying for teaching 
jobs. 

“The number of support staff 
has grown in recent years and it 
is obviously up to the schools to 
determine if there is a potential 
risk to either students or staff. 

“It appears the screening sys¬ 
tem appears to be working, which 
is excellent news.” 

The figures revealed that a to¬ 
tal of 9,066 people applied for jobs 
in Northamptonshire schools 
between 2009 and 2011, of which 


8,849 passed CRB checks with no 
problems. 

The 709 convictions of the 217 
people flagged up contained 72 
counts of either common assault 
or assault causing actual bodily 
harm. 

The figures also revealed there 
were 43 convictions for “theft by 
employee” and 25 cases of crimi¬ 
nal damage. 

But the headteacher of a pri¬ 
mary school in Northampton said 
he was surprised at the number 
of convicted criminals applying 
to work in county schools. 

Leigh Wolmorans, headteacher 
at Lings Primary School, said: 
“It’s good we have a system which 
flags these things up and doesn’t 
allow people to slip through 
the net. Twenty years ago these 
checks didn’t exist. 

“I have been a headteacher in 
Northampton for eight years and 
every CRB check I have ever sent 
off has been fine. 

“I have never had any returned 
as negative so the figures sur¬ 
prise me. 

“It sounds as though I have 
been very lucky over the years.” 


Work starts to bring historic 
hospital buildings back to life 
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Hilary Flarman and Seamus Neville, owner of development company WN Developments, at the site 


WORK on a £30 million project 
to restore all the historic build¬ 
ings on the St Crispin Hospital 
site on the edge of Northamp¬ 
ton has begun. 

In 2009, the former owners of 
the hospital pulled out of the 
development and it was feared 
the historic buildings could be 
left to deteriorate. 

But later, Irish firm WN De¬ 
velopments took over the site 
near Duston and announced 
major plans to bring it back to 
life. 

They have already completed 
work on a block of new hous¬ 
es on the edge of the site and 
work has now begun to restore 
the historic hospital buildings. 

The owner of WN Develop¬ 
ments, Seamus Neville, said: 
“It will be dependent on how 
the housing market performs. 

“We are looking at about 
two-and-a-half years to get all 
the historic buildings back into 


use. Fortunately, the structure 
of the hospital buildings them¬ 
selves is actually quite sound. 
And they’re beautiful build¬ 
ings.” 

The project will include the 
full restoration of the hospi¬ 
tal’s landmark clock tower, 
which will be illuminated and 
used as a communal space in 
the new development. 

Mr Neville said it was hoped 
people would be able to climb 
up the clock tower once the 
work was completed. 

He said: “There’s actually 
not a great amount of work to 
do on the clock tower, because 
it’s structurally sound. 

“The old clockworks are 
still in there too, but they’re 
not in very good condition, so 
they will probably have to be 
replaced. 

“But with the plans we’ve got 
for the clock tower, it should be 
a real landmark building for 


Northampton.” 

The first historic building on 
the site which is being restored 
is the home of the hospital’s 
former superintendent. 

Work began on that build¬ 
ing this week and it is planned 
to convert it into four luxury 
apartments. 

When the full project is com¬ 
pleted, there will be 242 new 
homes on the site. 

The first people to live in 
the new houses on the site will 
move in next week. 

The hospital complex dates 
back to 1876 when it opened as 
the Berrywood Asylum. 

It was used by the military 
during World War One but later 
returned to use as a hospital. 

The hospital closed down in 
1995.

Pots of history found 
at building site dig 


AN unusual collection of pottery 
which was dumped in a ditch on 
the edge of Northampton 2,000 
years ago has left archaeologists 
bemused. 

The pots, some of which come from 
Europe, were unearthed on the edge of 
the new Upton village during an archae¬ 
ological dig. 

Archaeologist, Liz Muldowney, who is 
leading the dig, said it was not yet clear 
why the pots, which are well preserved, 
had been buried on the site. 

She said: “We don’t know why the pot¬ 
tery is here, but it suggests there was a 
house of reasonably high status nearby. 

“It’s certainly very unusual to find a 
collection of pottery together like this. 

“Sometimes it’s associated with people 
moving home - they deliberately throw 
away their pottery when they leave. But 
they’ve quite deliberately thrown away 
some very expensive items. For farmers 
to be able to afford pottery that’s come 
from France represents a significant 
part of their limited wealth.” 

The dig across a 10-acre site is being 
carried out before new houses are built 
in Upton. 

Previous excavations on the land 
have revealed the site, which is close to 
Weedon Road, was populated during the 
Iron Age and early Roman period. 

Mrs Muldowney said: “The dig has 
proved this wasn’t an urban area, it’s 
agricultural land outside the old Roman 
town of Duston. 

“We’ve got stock enclosures 
from the early Roman peri¬ 
od, showing they’ve been using 
this land for farming and living on. 

“It’s hard to tell how many people 
would have lived here, but it’s likely to 
be extended families and there could 
have been 20 to 40 people here in the Iron 
Age.” 

The pottery which was found in the 
ditch included valuable Samian ware 
which dates form the early Roman pe¬ 
riod. 

Buried alongside it were a plate, a stor¬ 
age jar and a small dish. 

Mrs Muldowney said: “It’s very unu¬ 


sual to find a collection of pottery to¬ 
gether like this. We really don’t know 
why they’ve done it.” The finds have now 
been sent off to pottery experts to be ex¬ 
amined. 

The vast majority of archaeologists 
who are working on the Upton site live 
in and around Northampton. 

The experts are examining the site be¬ 
fore Doncaster-based developers, Keep- 
moat, build new houses on the land. 

Among the archaeologists is Little 
Billing resident, Simon Markus. 

Mr Markus, who works for Northamp¬ 
tonshire Archaeology, said working on a 
site so close to home was an interesting 
experience. 

He said: “It’s great to find out what was 
going on in your area long before you 
lived here and it’s nice to know there is 
some really interesting history in North¬ 
ampton’s past. 

“We do a lot of work all over the coun¬ 
try, so it’s nice to get involved in a dig in 


my own area and this is one of the big¬ 
gest digs there’s been in Northampton 
for years.” 

Discussing the unusual pieces of pot¬ 
tery which had been found on the site, he 
added: “It’s really nice. We don’t usually 
get whole vessels, it’s usually just small 
shards of pottery. So to get something 
like this is marvellous.” 

After the archaeologists have finished 
investigating the site, Keepmoat will 
move in to build a pub, nursery, shops, 
restaurant, an old people’s home and 324 
new homes. 

Gary Belcher, the firm’s head of re¬ 
gional development said: “We take our 
environmental responsibility very seri¬ 
ously. 

“So we will continue to work closely 
with Northamptonshire Archaeology 
and follow their advice and guidance to 
ensure our plans follow archaeological 
regulations and honour the land we’re 
building on.”

Sixfields Stadium 
deal could be 
sinned very soon 


A DEAL to redevelop the Sixfields stadium 
in Northampton should be signed soon, 
council officials have revealed. 

After years of waiting, talks between Northamp¬ 
ton Town FC, Northampton Borough Council and 
the Homes and Communities Agency (HCA), which 
owns much of the land around Sixfields, have final¬ 
ly reached a head. 

It is now hoped documents to agree the develop¬ 
ment of offices, a hotel and shops around the Six- 
fields stadium will be signed-off by the council’s 
solicitors in the next two weeks. 

Speaking exclusively to the Chron, leader of 
Northampton Borough Council, Councillor David 
Mackintosh (Con, Rectory Farm) said: “We’ve been 
working closely with the club and the HCA over 
many months to bring forward plans for the rede¬ 
velopment of Sixfields, which would enable the foot¬ 
ball club to develop their stadium and provide office 
space for companies to invest in the area, bringing 
jobs to the town.” 

The development would be a central part of the 
Waterside Enterprise Zone, a section of land stretch¬ 
ing from Sixfields to Bedford Road, which the Gov¬ 


ernment has targeted for business growth. Busi¬ 
nesses would be encouraged to open offices in the 
zone through reduced business rates and relaxed 
planning regulations and the current recycling cen¬ 
tre at Sixfields would also be relocated. 

Welcoming the progress, Cobblers chairman, 
David Cardoza said: “I’m delighted we now have a 
‘can-do’ attitude within the council. This bodes well 
for the future of the town and hopefully we can start 
to see the massive potential being unlocked.” 

The redevelopment of land around Sixfields could 
also lead to a major sports complex being built near 
the A45 in Northampton. 

Plans being put together by Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council with the Saints and the Cobblers could 
see training pitches for both clubs created at Eagle 
Drive, close to the Delapre Golf Centre. 

The pitches would be created to free up land 
around Sixfields for development. The Eagle Drive 
complex would also feature a public pitch named 
after former professional footballer and Cobblers 
trainee, Richard Butcher, who died last year. His 
mother, Gail, said: “I'm really confident about it and 
hopeful that it will happen.” 


Fire-hit nightspot may not 
re-open until December 2013 


WORK will soon begin to restore the fire-dam- 
aged Fat Cats Cafe bar in Northampton when 
demolition crews move in. 

But bosses have admitted the worst case sce¬ 
nario may see the Bridge Street nightspot not re¬ 
open until the end of 2013. 

Plans not yet published have been submitted 
to Northampton Borough Council to make the 
popular bar ready for use following the huge fire 
on January 2. 

Fat Cat Group want the water and flame-dam- 
aged rooms to be set up as a dancefloor and bar 
area as before, but with updated fittings. 

However the fact the building, the former An¬ 
gel Hotel, is grade two-listed presents difficulties 
with how quickly the work can be carried out. 

Simon Patterson, the finance director, said: 
“We don’t know all the detail but the front facia 
and side elevation will have to remain the same. 
They’re safe anyway after the scaffolding was 


put in place. The issue is the inside. 

“The firefighters’ hoses caused just as much of 
the damage as the fire itself and, with no roof 
and quite a bit of rain since January, it doesn’t 
look great. 

“The demolition guys need to take out all the 
damaged floors. The back wall may also need to 
be moved.” 

On rumours the bar may re-open by Christmas 
this year, Mr Patterson said: “There’s no date we 
have in mind but it’s more likely to be December 
2013. 

“However, like everyone else, we want to be 
open as soon as possible.” 

The Angel Hotel building was originally a 
coaching inn but became famous as a top quality 
hotel in the 19th century. 

The building stopped being a hotel in 1995 af¬ 
ter a marked drop in trade and the first of the 
ground floor bars opened in 1998.

PRIME Minister David Cam¬ 
eron says he is determined 
to push through plans to 
elect a new Police Com¬ 
missioner for Northamp¬ 
tonshire and says the role 
is "a big job for a big local 
figure" 

Speaking exclusively to our 
sister paper, the Northampton 
Chronicle & Echo, the PM said the 
controversial proposals to hold 
an election for the newly-created 
role of commissioner were essen¬ 
tial as part of an overall drive to 
push down crime in the county. 

He said: “This is a big job for 
a big local figure. It’s a voice for 
the people of Northamptonshire, 
someone to lead the fight against 
crime and someone you’ll be able 
to hold to account if they don’t 
deliver. 

“This isn’t just for politicians, 
but community leaders and pio¬ 


neers of all sorts. People with real 
experience who’ve done things 
and run organisations, whether 
they are charities or companies. 
Whatever their background, they 
will need to be outstanding lead¬ 
ers ready to take a really big role 
on behalf of all of us. 

“The latest police figures show 
overall crime in Northampton¬ 
shire fell by three per cent in 
2011. But we all know that the po¬ 
lice can’t do everything and have 
to make choices. 

“That’s where the new com¬ 
missioners can help. After all, it’s 
the people of Northamptonshire 
who know what needs to be done: 
whether it’s a crackdown on per¬ 
sistent anti-social behaviour in 
your street, or worries over bur¬ 
glaries in your neighbourhood. 

“The police are there to serve 
and protect their local commu¬ 
nity. It’s simply common sense 
they should answer to us all, too 


and so that’s exactly what’s going 
to happen.” 

Elections for the police com¬ 
missioner role are due to take 
place in November and have been 
roundly criticised in some quar¬ 
ters as being a waste of money at 
a time when the country is in the 
grips of a recession. 

Newly-elected police chiefs, 
who will set priorities and budg¬ 
ets for forces in England and 
Wales, could earn up to £100,000 
a year. 

Ministers hope the change will 
improve accountability and make 
the 43 forces more responsive to 
the public. 

Mr Cameron added: “We’re 
scrapping un-elected and invis¬ 
ible Police Authorities whose 
duties hardly anyone under¬ 
stands and for the first time ever 
you’ll be able to vote directly for 
a powerful new local champion 
instead.” 


New post is ‘change for the sake 
of change’ says Labour leader 


OPPOSITION politi¬ 
cians in Northampton 
have questioned the 
need for the county to 
have a police commis¬ 
sioner. 

Despite admitting 
they will put forward 
a candidate for the 
elections in Novem¬ 
ber, the Labour party 
in Northampton said 
it opposed the idea of 
commissioners. 

The leader of the 
Labour group on 
Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council, Coun¬ 
cillor Terry Wire (Lab, 


St James) is a former 
fireman who sat on the 
police authority for 
more than a decade. 

He said: “The police 
authority does an ex¬ 
cellent job and I think 
this is just change for 
the sake of change. 

“Even under the new 
system, the chief con¬ 
stable will have opera¬ 
tional independence, 
so the commissioner 
won’t be able to tell 
him where to put his 
resources. It’s a com¬ 
plete waste of time. 

“And I think it’s 


actually right that 
we have a committee 
overseeing the police’s 
work, rather than just 
one person. 

“But as we’re being 
forced into this by the 
Government, we will 
make sure there is a 
Labour candidate for 
people to vote for when 
the election is held.” 

Under the Govern¬ 
ment’s plans, police 
commissioners would 
appoint and be able 
to dismiss chief con¬ 
stables, although the 
chief constable would 


appoint all other offic¬ 
ers. 

The police commis¬ 
sioner would also set 
out a five-year police 
and crime plan for the 
county after the elec¬ 
tion. 

The Chief Constable 
of Northamptonshire 
Police, Adrian Lee, 
said: “We welcome the 
openness and account¬ 
ability the police and 
crime commissioner 
will bring and we’re 
committed to making 
the new arrangements 
a success.”

THE NEW Mayor of North¬ 
ampton has taken office, with 
a promise to help the town's 
charities and struggling busi¬ 
nesses. 

Councillor Roger Conroy (Lib Dem, 
Kings Heath) was sworn in as the 
town’s new Mayor during a ceremony 
at the Guildhall. 


He promised that during his year in 
office he would do all he could to pro¬ 
mote the town and help its residents. 

He said: “Hopefully during my year 
in office, I will be able to visit every 
school in the borough and I’m very 
keen to support charities in any way I 
can.” 

Discussing the future of the town, 
the former shoe shop manager added: 


“Northampton is a diverse town with 
a wealth of history and culture which 
needs supporting and celebrating. 

“It’s also a town with a lot of devel¬ 
opment planned which will hopefully 
secure the town’s future. 

“So I look forward to doing all I can 
to promote the town. 

“During this time of recession espe¬ 
cially, I think it’s important to support 


local businesses and I’ll be contacting 
them to see what help I can give them 
in my Mayoral year.” 

Over the past 800 years, Northamp¬ 
ton has had more than 700 Mayors. 

Of those, 15 have died in office and 
three have been deposed. 

The office of Mayor is largely cer¬ 
emonial, with no extra political power 
attached to it. 

— The town’s last Mayor was 

Councillor Jamie Lane (Con, 
Boothville). 

During his time in office, he 
undertook more than 300 public 
engagements and raised more 
than £9,000 for charity. 

Speaking during the ceremony, 
he said: “I can honestly say I’ve 
enjoyed every second of my time 
as Mayor. For the rest of my life 
now, whenever I sit down for a 
drink with anyone I’ll be able to 
talk with them about what a tre¬ 
mendous honour it was to be the 
Mayor of Northampton.” 

The councillor said the high¬ 
lights of his time in office includ¬ 
ed celebrating the 150th anniver¬ 
sary of the Guildhall, giving the 
freedom of the borough to the 
Northampton Sea Cadets and 
making the first female freeman 
of the borough. 

He also said how much he had 
enjoyed taking part in the Chron¬ 
icle & Echo’s Strictly Northamp¬ 
ton dance competition, which 
raised more than £30,000 for the 
newspaper’s appeal to build a 
new haematology unit at North¬ 
ampton General Hospital.

TWO council commit¬ 
tees have demanded 
the private bin collec¬ 
tion contract for North¬ 
ampton is looked into 
again. 

Binmen working for 
Enterprise have com¬ 
plained about being at 
“breaking point” after 
being forced to work 
faster and longer to cov¬ 
er for decommissioned 
bin lorries. 

Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council’s commu¬ 
nity services scrutiny 
panel has now unani¬ 
mously asked its chair 
to examine the con¬ 
tract. 

And two members of 
the audit committee, 
Councillor Sally Beards- 
worth (Lib Dem, King- 
sthorpe) and Councillor 
David Palethorpe (Lab, 
Billing) have called for 
officers to re-examine 
the contract after hear¬ 
ing there were unspeci¬ 
fied concerns with per¬ 
formance in December. 

Enterprise managers 
have insisted the prob¬ 
lems have since been 
resolved. 

But Councillor 

Beardsworth said there 
were unanswered ques¬ 
tions. 

She said: “It’s all very 
well the managers say¬ 
ing it’s all fine now, but 
we need to see the evi¬ 
dence for that, which we 
have not done so far.” 

She added: “I don’t 
want to see Enterprise 
fail, but we need to see 
what the situation is for 
ourselves, not be told 
we don’t need to know. 
Everything is commer¬ 
cially sensitive.” 

Enterprise has admit¬ 
ted it has let go 54 agen¬ 
cy staff in Northamp¬ 
ton, including cemetery 
workers and grass cut¬ 
ters, and scaled back its 
bin lorries significantly 
by, it is understood, sev¬ 
en vehicles. 

But it has denied the 
-bin— coll e ction — s e rvic e 

is suffering, despite 
binmen claiming bins 
will end up being left 
outside doors as they 
struggle to take up the 
slack 

Tory cabinet member, 
John Caswell, said that, 
as long as Enterprise 
was delivering services, 
its methods were none 
of the council’s con¬ 
cern. 

But Labour group 
leader Councillor Terry 
Wire (Lab St James), 
who is on the customer 
services scrutiny panel, 
said: “Labour council¬ 
lors are getting adverse 
reports on major issues 
relating to Enterprise 
weekly. 

“Councillor Caswell 
needs to get a grip of 
this situation. It’s clear 
matters with the Enter¬ 
prise contract are fast 
reaching boiling point. 
It’s not performing to 
the promised standard, 
nor is it giving value for 
monev.”

Expert predicts 
a 'bog standard' 
English summer

THE fine weather North¬ 
ampton experienced at the 
end of May might not be 
the sign of an impending 
hot summer, says a weath¬ 
er expert. 

May 23 and 24 were the hottest 
recorded days of the year at Pits- 
ford Hall Weather Station, with 
temperatures peaking at close to 
26C (79F) 

Mike Lewis, weather expert 


at Pitsford School’s weather sta¬ 
tion, warned the the odds of rain 
remained high over the next few 
months. 

He said: “The Met Office is re¬ 
luctant to stick their nose out in 
terms of summer forecast. 

“It’s difficult to say, although 
we had an unusually wet April 
but we are still significantly 
down on rainfall totals. 

“The weather is likely to bal¬ 
ance itself out at some point, 


it’s unlikely to be a scorcher of a 
summer anyway. 

“It will probably be bog 
standard with sunny and wet 
days. 

“It sounds unscientific but sta¬ 
tistically it should even out. 

“The summer is likely to be a 
wash-out at some point.” 

“April was unseasonably wet, 
more than twice the rain fell than 
usual, which continued into the 
start of May.”

ENGLISH Heritage has 
warned the development 
of Northampton's contro¬ 
versial new bus station 
would "significantly harm" 
the town. 

Plans showing what the replace¬ 
ment for the Greyfriars building 
would look like were revealed to 
public criticism in April. 

Both passengers and bus driv¬ 
ers expressed fears the new sta¬ 
tion, which would be built on the 
site of the Fishmarket, would be 
too small to cope with the thou¬ 
sands of people who would use it 
every day 

Now, English Heritage has 
warned the development would 
also harm an historic part of the 
town centre. 

In a letter to Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council, the organisation 
said: “For the proposal to be jus¬ 
tified on the basis of ‘substantial 
public benefits’, it would need to 
be demonstrated that the harm 
was necessary to deliver those 
benefits, which the application 
does not currently do. 

“Justification for why a new 
bus station is necessary, why this 
site has been selected and how 
the detailed design has been ar¬ 
rived at have not really been sup¬ 
plied.” 

The group acknowledged it

would be better for Northampton 
to lose the Greyfriars building, 
which it described as “one of the 
acknowledged mistakes of the 
redevelopment of the town in the 
20th century’. But it questioned 
whether the current car park 
close to the Crown Court in The 
Mounts would be a better location 
for a replacement bus station. 

The group also argued the 
Fishmarket building contributed 
to the history of Northampton as 
such buildings are rare “outside 
maritime towns and cities”. 

Officials from Northampton¬ 
shire Police have also raised con¬ 


cerns about the proposed location 
of the new bus station. 

In a letter to the council, the 
force’s crime prevention design 
adviser, Sharon Henley, asked 
the council to make sure no alco¬ 
hol would be sold from the shops 
which will be included in the bus 
station because of “the issues as¬ 
sociated with street drinkers and 
the proximity of this facility to a 
drinking haunt in St Katherine’s 
Memorial Gardens.” 

The council planning commit¬ 
tee will decide if the development 
should go ahead in the coming 
weeks.

MUMS and babies 
helped relaunch the 
saved Baby Cafe in 
Northampton and 
warned that the fight 
for its long term fu¬ 
ture is not yet over. 

Dozens of mothers who 
faced going without breast 
feeding support were 
officially allowed back 
into the Friends Meeting 
House in Wellington Street 
for the first time since the 
cafe was forced to close in 
March. 

Mum-of-two Kim Watts 
said it was a relief to final¬ 
ly see it being used again. 

She said: “We knew it 
was going to be hard work 
and there were times when 
you thought we would nev¬ 
er get here. 

“We’re so glad we made 
it through.” 

The cafe closed after 


NHS Northamptonshire 
decided to axe the £16,500- 
a-year funding, which 
kept two specialist breast 
feeding advisors in post 
and paid for rent to allow 
the informal drop-in ses¬ 
sions. 

But Northampton¬ 
shire County Councillors 
stepped in after a concert¬ 
ed campaign by mums and 
midwives and health visi¬ 
tors including a protest 
march on County Hall to 
persuade the administra¬ 
tion to lobby health boss¬ 
es, and a huge petition. 

The majority of council¬ 
lors pledged their personal 
Empowering Councillors 
funds to help re-open the 
cafe and a fund-raising 
drive backed by Barclay- 
card meant mums were 
able to name a relaunch 
date last month. 

But Mrs Watts warned 
that there was still hard 


work to come. 

She said: “We’re not 
done yet. There will be lots 
of fund-raising events and 
ideas that we all have to 
get behind again in order 
to make sure we can keep 
going beyond next year.” 

Brendan Glynane (Lib 
Dem, Delapre), who sup¬ 
ported the campaign in 
County Hall, said: “This is 
a service that ought to be 
replicated across North¬ 
amptonshire and the great 
thing is that the strong and 
responsible way the cam¬ 
paign has been fought will 
open doors to potential 
funding organisations. 

“They used skills they 
perhaps don’t normally 
use as mothers and got 
the public relations and 
persuasive side of things 
spot on. 

“I’d certainly rather 
have them on my side than 
against me.” 


Ambulance crews worried 
over staffing levels 



ALMOST two thirds of East Midlands 
Ambulance Service employees say the 
NHS trust is so understaffed they cannot 
do their jobs properly. 

Sixty four per cent of people agreed 
with the statement in the ambulance 
service’s latest staff opinion survey, 
more than eight per cent higher than 12 
months previously 

More than one in four also said they 
were unable to do their job to a standard 
they were pleased with. And 15 per cent 
said they would not be happy for a friend 
or relative to get the standard of care 
given by the trust. 

An East Midlands Ambulance Service 
spokesman said: “We always listen to the 
opinions of our staff and we take seri¬ 
ously any concerns they voice. 


In better news for the ambulance serv¬ 
ice, bosses revealed its response times for 
the most urgent 999 calls were believed to 
be on track to hit the national targets. 

Ambulances are expected to get to 
three quarters of life-threatening emer¬ 
gencies within eight minutes. EMAS 
crews got over 77 per cent of calls within 
that time in March and just over 75 per 
cent of them in April. 

Although May’s results are still being 
calculated, the figures mean the trust is 
hitting its annual target, which it con¬ 
sistently struggled to do in the last 12 
months. 

Ambulance crews hit their response 
times for non-urgent calls in March and 
April, getting to an average of just over 95 
per cent of call-outs within 19 minutes.

DUSTON Parish Coun¬ 
cil is hoping to pave the 
way to becoming one 
of the country's leading 
parishes during what is 
fast becoming a land¬ 
mark year for the vil¬ 
lage. 

Chairman Alan Earle has 
revealed plans to redevelop 
Duston Community Centre in 
Pendle Road, the third build¬ 
ing project currently being 
tackled by the parish council, 
along with St Luke’s Commu¬ 
nity Centre and the Duston 
Sports and Leisure Centre . .. 
both due to open this year. 

Councillors are hoping to 
make the parish a beacon 
council by “not just talking 
about it, but doing it”. 

The council is believed to 
be the first in the country 
to employ a parish execu¬ 
tive officer, Lynn Lavender, 
whose role will be based on 
strategic development for the 
parish. 

Northampton Borough 
Council passed over owner¬ 
ship and management of 
the centre to Duston Parish 
Council last month for £1, af¬ 
ter Duston Community Asso¬ 
ciation decided to end its man¬ 


agement after 32 years. 

Councillor Earle, who took 
over as chairman last year fol¬ 
lowing a number of staff and 
councillor resignations, said: 
“We were given an opportu¬ 
nity to take this building over 
and we thought it would be a 
great chance to bring it into 
the 21st century and get more 
people in Duston using it. 

“It’s a very exciting time, 
and we are being forward 
thinking, and want to be a bea¬ 
con council.” 

The council will take out a 
loan to cover the refurbish¬ 
ment costs and is considering 
increasing its share of the 
council tax next year. 

Duston Sports Leisure 
Centre, due to open later this 
year, will be run by an exter¬ 
nal sports company, while St 
Luke’s Community Centre, 
also expected to open later 
this year, will be run by an in¬ 
dependent Community Inter¬ 
est Company. 

Leader of Northampton 
Borough Council, David Mack¬ 
intosh, said: “We think it’s re¬ 
ally important communities 
are put in control of their own 
destinies and facilities, and 
that is exactly what is happen¬ 
ing in Duston.”

OUTSPOKEN Northampton 
MP, Brian Binley, has called on 
the Government to toughen 
up its stance on Europe and 
claimed the country would be 
better off outside the European 
Union. 

The Conservative MP for Northamp¬ 
ton South, who has become increas¬ 
ingly critical of his own party and the 
coalition Government over the past few 
months, yesterday published a report 
looking into Britain’s relationship with 
Europe. 

Criticising Britain’s bond with the 
European Union, he said: “Europe is 
broken. 

“Even the most committed Europhile 
must see that by now. 

“So it’s about time that we 
in the UK re-evaluated our po¬ 
sition in the European Union. 
“We need to analyse exactly what we’re 
getting out of the relationship and, quite 
simply, whether it’s worth it. 

“In financial terms, we certainly 
put more into Europe than we get out of 
it. 

“In 2010 we had an overall deficit of 
£52.4 billion in relation to European Un¬ 


ion trade.” 

The MP argued Britain would be bet¬ 
ter off developing a purely trade-based 
relationship with Europe, rather than a 
political one. 

He said: “The fear-mongerers say Brit¬ 
ain is too small to survive on its own 
without the safety blanket of the Euro¬ 
pean Union. 

“Well, we might be small in terms of 
geography, but the UK still manages to 
punch well above its weight. 

“According to World Bank and IMF 
data, the UK was the sixth largest econ¬ 
omy in 2010 and fifth largest trading na¬ 
tion. 

“Small is actually beautiful in this day 
and age.” 

In the past few months, Mr Binley has 
attacked the coalition Government for 
its relationship with the European Court 
of Human Rights. 

He also criticised its stance on green 
energy policies and accused David Cam¬ 
eron and Nick Clegg of behaving like 
used car salesmen when negotiating 
over policies. 

Discussing his views on Europe, he 
said: “The Government needs to get a bit 
more bottle and we need to realise where 
our interests really lie.”

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University campuses to move to 
old power station site by 2018 


A NEW £300 million 
town centre campus for 
The University of North¬ 
ampton could be open 
by 2018, the institution's 
Governing Council has 
said.

Building work on the new 
campus is expected to start in 
2015 with a completion date

Delia Heneghan, director of 
marketing, said: “This new Wa¬ 
terside Campus will place us 
in the heart of the community 
and will also enable us to de¬ 
liver our mission of raising the 
bar; regionally, nationally and 
internationally through social 
enterprise. 

“It is a hugely exciting 
project and a massive under¬ 
taking.” 

The West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation 
(WNDC) is currently carrying 
out a Compulsory Purchase Or¬ 
der to address fragmented own¬ 
ership of the land on which the 
new university is to be built 
and this process is expected 
to be completed by the end of 


2012. 

In April the university’s 
vice-chancellor, Nick Petford, 
confirmed the university was 
in the early stages of plans to 
move away from the current 
Park and Avenue campuses to 
one new location. 

The announcement came af¬ 
ter the university was granted 
planning permission to build 
464 new student flats on the site 
of St John’s car park, a short 
walk from the new town centre 
campus, close to Becket’s Park. 

A University of Northamp¬ 
ton spokesman said: “The 
landmark development in the 
history of the university would 
provide a campus that is more 
accessible, central and visible 
- benefiting from the regenera¬ 
tion of the railway station and 
the Enterprise Zone. It will also 
link in with our new central St 
John’s halls of residence.” 

The university’s modern 
history stretches back to 1924 
when Northampton Technical 
College opened in St George’s 
Avenue. Margaret Thatcher 
then opened the College of 
Education at the Park Campus 
in 1972. 

In 1999, Nene College, as it 
was known, became University 
College Northampton and in 
2005, the college was awarded 
full university status.

Gardens fit for a Queen 


T HE scale, grandeur and beauty of Stowe land¬ 
scape gardens, near Silverstone, has inspired 
writers, philosophers, artists, politicians and 
members of the public from the 18th century to the 
present day. 

But it is also a place that many a member of the 
Royal family has traversed over the years, including 
our reigning Queen on more than one occasion. 
Often referred to as "one of the most remarkable 
creations of Georgian England" it is little wonder 
that the garden, which had money heaped upon 
it by the Temple family, a family once so powerful 
they were richer than the king, has garnered such 
attention. 

Barry Smith, head gardener at Stowe, has worked 
in gardens for 32 years. 

He said: "In the 18th century Stowe was the place 
where everything was happening and many impor¬ 
tant people visited the gardens. 

"The gardens were at their peak in terms of how 
impressive they were when they were visited by 
Queen Victoria in 1845. 

"But basically after Queen Victoria's visit the family 
wealth had been spent and they went bankrupt so 
everything that could be sold was. 

"The gardens were weakened and lots of the trees 
went. 

"For around the last 60 years it has been about 
trying to get Stowe back to the way it was when it 
was seen by Queen Victoria. 

"The National Trust took it over in 1989 and ever 
since then we have been restoring the garden. 

"A lot of the paths and trees had become lost. 

We had also lost a lot of the stories behind the 
gardens. 

"We have not just been restoring the gardens but 
trying to bring back the spirit of the place as well." 



Since the National Trust acquired the gardens in the 
late 1980s, an ambitious programme of restoration 
has ensured that over 40 temples and monuments 
remain, gracing a backdrop of lakes and valleys, 
with a variety of walks and trails. 

And to mark the Jubliee, the lawn will be embla¬ 
zoned with a large number 60. 

But there are other marks of the Queen, and her 
Royal family that can be found around the grounds 
at all times of the year. 

"Several of the trees have been planted by mem¬ 
bers of the Royal family," said Barry. 

"A cedar and oak were planted by Queen Victoria 
and Prince Albert near The Temple of Concord and 
Victory and some Scots Pines were planted by our 
present Queen and the Duke of Edinburgh when 
they visited in 2007. 

There are many further important monuments and 
Royal connections to be explored at Stowe.

Note's last hoorah 
before a well-earned retirement 


TAKE note, the car you see 
pictured here is basking in 
the warm glow of a job well 
done, as it winds down to 
what will be a well-earned 
retirement. 

A lot like many of its buy¬

“Jim’s made some good signings, 
some shrewd signings as he always 
done,” said Downey, who played 
148 games for Saints during his 
five-year stay at the club. 

“I guess it’s hard when you’re 
losing all the England players all 
the time, but I think now it will be 
a bit more manageable. 

“We got a bit unlucky last season 
with injuries, a lot of the England 
boys were out but hopefully they’ll 
come back, have a good tour in 
South Africa and be revitalised 
with all the new lads coming in. 

“To lose in the way we did last 
year gives them that extra impetus 
and drive to get back next season 
and actually win something.”
